The parasites were found In sout

Howard, chief of the bureau 
nf entomology, to go to Europe soon 
to collect gypsy moths infected with 
the parasites.

"I am unable., to state Its signifi- 


cance," declaied the witness, "for the 
reason that I never saw anything like 
It before" 


Di Evans also stated that Thaw's 


pulse action was the most extraordin- 
ary he had ever encountered 
The 


pulse would change beats four times 
within one minute, the variance being 
from 12 to 24 beats. The pulse indi- 
cated, he said, that the sympathellc 
nervous system was seriously 
at 


fault. Dr. Evans declared finally that 
he tound no traces of drug habits nor 
any of the Iremors characteristic ot 
excessive Indulgence in Intoxicants. 


The witness took occasion to say 


that he felt it was extremely unfair 
to him as a physician to require him 
to separate his physical examlnallons 
ot the defendant from Ihe questions 
and answers as to his mental pro- 
cesses. He was interrupted by both 
Mr. Jerome and Mr. Delmas, and Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald said: 


"Will you kindly confine yourself to 


answering questions and nol giving 
expressions of opinion. There is some 
llmltallon even to the province of an 
expert."

coal and othei Juel resources on lands 
still belonging to the government, say- 
ing that henceforth the nation should 
letain its title to its fuel supplies, 
urges federal control of the western 
public land pastures, with a system of 
small gracing fees, and asks for an ap 
propriation of half a million dollars 
immediately available, In addition lo i 
present estimates, to aid In detecting' 
and preventing land frauds. He con- 
tends for a system of govei nment leas- 
ing ot mlneial lands and for ti eating 
these tuel lands as public utilities. 


The president points out that it 


would have been better if some East- 
ern coal lands had been left undei 
government control and suggests pro- 
vision in the West "against recurrence 
of the conditions we deplore in the 
East." Citing 2,300' cases ot public 
land entiles in tour districts, the piesl- 
dent says noncompliance with the law 
was found in over half of them and de- 
liberate fraud In very many. 


First referring to the previous 


messages on the subject, the president 
again calls attention tp the importance 
of legislation to provide tor title to and 
development of the surface land as 
separate and distinct from the right to 
underlying mineral fuels and the dis- 
posal ot those mineral fuels under a 
leasing" system on conditions which 
would inure to the benefit of the pub- 
lic.
